Counselors  extend 
helpful  assistance 


The  dictionary  defines  the  word  “counsel” 
as  the  “art  of  exchanging  ideas,  art  of  talking 
things  over.”  Regina’s  counseling  staff  feels 
the  need  to  extend  the  definition  with  the 
phrase  “to  motivate  growth.”  Students  receive 
aid  in  educational  and  personal  growth  which 
is  the  objective  of  our  threefold  staff  of  Miss 
Proton,  Sr.  Esther,. and  Sr.  Irene. 

Counseling  sessions  are  scheduled  so  that 
each  girl  has  the  opportunity  to  visit  her 
counselor  twice  a  year.  Commonly  discussed 
topics  are  future  occupations.  College  Night 
and  Career  Day  aid  students  in  uncovering 
possible  areas  in  which  jobs  may  be  sighted. 
Counselors  regulate  class  schedules  as  previ¬ 
ous  plans  are  altered. 

Group  guidance  is  designed  to  help  students 
adjust  to  personal  problems  by  cultivating  a 
relaxed  atmosphere  between  counselors  and 
girls.  Relationships  between  the  counseling 
staff  and  the  student  body  reveal  one  way  of 
contributing  to  Regina  growth.

A  simple  flower  becomes  a  beautiful 
bouquet,  a  boy  meet  girl  plot  becomes 
a  tear-jerking  love  story,  and  a  common 
criminal  is  made  a  hero  through  poetry 
and  prose  read  in  English  classes. 

Common  words  are  replaced  with  de¬ 
scriptive  phrases  which  create  poetry 
out  of  a  simple  sentence.  English  class¬ 
es,  taught  by  an  able  and  educated 
staff,  become  an  experience  which  will 
be  carried  through  life  to  benefit  those 
who  take  advantage  of  it.  Insights  of 
Shakespeare,  Frost,  and  De  Cervantes 
help  students  to  understand  other  cul¬ 
tures  and  periods  of  history.

Through 
hours  of  class  work,  students  leam  the 
value  of  the  English  language  and  its 
use  in  elaborate  ways.

Fundamentals  build 
to  form  complex  end 

When  a  computer  is  given  a  problem  to  solve, 
it  starts  with  relativley  simple  questions.  After 
these  are  answered,  it  builds  the  basic  solutions 
into  a  complex  explanation. 

The  math  department  works  in  much  the  same 
way.  Fundamentals  are  explored  in  Basic  Math 
and  Pre-Algebra.  The  college  oriented  build  on 
these  principles  in  Algebra  and  Geometry.  Finally 
elementary  ideas  are  put  together  by  those  who 
elect  to  take  Math  III.  Here  all  previously  learned 
techniques  form  a  complicated  solution. 

Working  as  computer  technicians  are  the  math 
instructors  who  guide  the  students  in  their  pro¬ 
grams.  They  are  ready  to  mend  any  broken  tapes 
that  prevent  students  from  continuing  their  search 
for  answers  in  an  increasingly  important  field.

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Life  mysteries  explained  by  science  courses 


Life  is  a  mystery  to  all  inhabitants  of 
the  earth.  No  one  really  knows  how  hu¬ 
man  life  came  into  existence,  but  the 
Science  Department  attempts  to  explain 
how  it  has  survived  throughout  the  years. 

In  the  basic  Biology  course  required  of 
all  sophomores,  students  obtain  a  deeper 
understanding  of  animal  behavior.  Micro¬ 
scopic  examinations  and  weekly  dissec¬ 
tions  allow  prospective  biologists  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  compare  the  functioning  or¬ 
gans  of  lower  and  higher  forms  of  life. 

Physiology  classes  delve  deeper  into  the 
subject  matter  by  concentrating  almost 
entirely  on  the  human  body.  Bones,  mus¬ 
cles,  and  various  areas  of  the  nervous  sys¬ 
tem  are  studied  at  great  detail. 

By  mixing  and  weighing  and  balancing 
to  solve  equations,  chemistry  students  ob¬ 
tain  general  knowledge  of  the  organic  com¬ 
pound  of  matter  which  surrounds  us. 

Through  the  study  of  various  courses 
in  the  field  of  science,  students  develop 
an  awareness  of  the  beauty  of  nature. 
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Pertinent  materials 
affect  everyday  life 


Presidential  elections  and  the  eighteen  year 
old  vote  made  this  year’s  social  studies  classes 
a  little  more  meaningful  and  interesting. 

World  History,  American  History,  and  Gov¬ 
ernment  return  as  old  favorites  with  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  psychology  and  sociology  to  the  cur¬ 
riculum.  Aided  by  new  staff  members,  the  de¬ 
partment  has  been  able  to  fill  a  year  full  of 
pertinent  material  which  may  affect  students 
in  everyday  life.  New  and  current  affairs  fill 
discussions  daily  to  prepare  students  for  their 
future  as  well  as  inform  them  of  the  past.  In 
four  years  the  social  studies  department  at¬ 
tempts  to  inform  their  classes  of  the  historical 
past  as  well  as  prepare  them  for  their  adult 
duties  in  government  and  world  affairs.

talents  for  future 

Many  colleges  require  that  students 
have  studied  a  foreign  language  for  at 
least  two  years.  Those  wishing  to  achieve 
another  major  may  continue  their  study 
for  either  three  or  four  years. 

Regina’s  language  department  consists 
of  French,  Spanish,  and  Latin.  Both 
French  and  Spanish  classes  are  flourish¬ 
ing  with  advanced  lessons  for  third  and 
fourth  year  linguists.  The  saying  that 
“Latin  is  a  dead  language”  is  becoming  a 
reality  at  Regina  as  only  a  few  students 
attempt  to  complete  the  Latin  II  course. 

To  aid  in  developing  correct  pronuncia¬ 
tions,  the  language  lab  is  frequently  used.
